In addition, the Indiana Con- 
ference will receive a detailed and 
authoritative report on the recent 
developments in Palestine from 
Henry Montor, executive director 
of the United Palestine Appeal.

In the past two years, 
despite wartime conditions, 37,000 
Jews entered the country and were 
absorbed into the economy. To 
meet the growing needs of coloni- 
zation and immigration into Pal- 
estine, and to cope with the emer- 
gency wartime needs, the $12,000.- 
000 national goal of the United 
Palestine Appeal must be raised.”

Temple Burned, Jews Roasted 


In the attack on the Sephardic temple, a mob 
of several hundred Greenshirts, mostly under 25, 
stormed the building with clubs and stones. After 
smashing windows and breaking down the doors, 
the Guardists went inside and systematically de- 
stroyed all but certain items of furniture.

Committee Fights 
Acceptance of Plan 
For Allocations Body

NEW YORK —The controversy 


in Jewish communal life over allo- 
cation of funds for national and 
overseas causes moved a step for- 
ward this week as opponents of 
the plan for a central advisory 
budgeting committee organized 
their forces to seek defeat of the 
proposal in the referendum of local 
welfare funds. 

An appeal to welfare fund com- 
munities not to accept the propdsal 
for a national budgeting commit- 
tee on the ground that it would 
standardize Jewish life and bring 
about a form of centralization 
which would affect the growth of 
communal responsibility has been 
issued by the “Committee on the 
Referendum for Budgeting.” 

Among the members on the com- 
mittee are Judge Samuel Barnet of 
New Bedford, Rabbi Isadore Bres- 
lau of Washington, Albert K. Ep- 
stein of Chicago, Rabbi Leon Fram 
of Detroit, Gustave L. Goldstein of 
Los Angeles, Rabbi James G. Hel- 
ler of Cincinnati, D. Beryl Manis- 
chewitz of Cincinnati, Charles J. 
Rosebloom of Pittsburgh and Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver of Cleveland. 

Declaring that the proposal rep- 
resented a radical departure from 
the fact-finding functions of the 
council, the committee emphasized 
that the establishment of the new 
body would vest in a small group 
of men the power and authority 
over the distribution of funds in 
which were involved not merely 
the financial support of institu- 
tions and agencies, but “principles 
and ideals, aims and aspirations 
that would be more properly and 
more equitably evaluated in the 
councils of the local communities 
in which these ideals, principles 
and aspirations come in more di- 
rect contact with those who give 
and who decide.” 

If welfare funds surrender the 
right to determine how the funds 
which they raise are to be distrib- 
uted, they will give up prerogatives 
and responsibilities which go far 
beyond the mere task of fund- 
raising and which form the basis 
for fully developed communal 
thinking and action, the statement 
said.

Pogrom Horror Told 
By Staff Correspondent 








(Continued from page 1) 

A man “who came back from the dead” mowed down by Iron 
Guardists on a field near Jilava prison gave this correspondent a 
graphic eyewitness account of the pogrom nightmare in Bucharest. 
Lying wounded in bed, he told a tale which might have been an 
episode from the St. Bartholmew’s Eve or other great massacres 
of history. 

The man, who miraculously escaped death at the hands of the 
Guardist rebels, recounted in detail one of the most terrible inci- 
dents which featured the attack on the Jewish quarter of Bucharest 
by Guardists in which at least 1,400 civilians were slaughtered. 
According to this informant, a cousin of,a friend of mine, the kill- 
ings in the Jewish section reached greatest intensity on Wednesday 
night and in the early hours of Thursday. 

The Guardists, ordered by their “general staff’ to go into 
“action” in this sector while other Guardist units fought Rumanian 
soldiers elsewhere in the city, advanced methodically along the 
Calea Dudesti, looting and destroying and setting fire to every 
Jewish shop, business, theater, cinema and synagogue in sight. 





White Barred From Sending News From Bucharest

BUDAPEST—Leigh White, author of the sensational eye- 
witness account of the Iron Guard pogrom in Rumania, has been 
barred from transmitting news from that country, he reported on 
his arrival here. 

“Returning to Bucharest from Sofia on Sunday, I was informed 
I could no longer telephone or telegraph news from Bucharest 
because of the ‘objectionable and shocking’ nature of the series of 
stories I wired from Sofia,” White said. “I was also denied the 
right to speak over the radio for the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem.” 





The Greenshirts finally arrived at the Bucharest Jewish Community 
Center, a former schoolhouse set back from the street and sur- 
rounded by a fenced-in garden. More than two hundred Jews had 
taken refuge in the building as they fled before the advancing 
marauders. 

The Greenshirts, who included many girl members of the move- 
ment, stormed into the building, waving automatic pistols and 
rifles in the faces of the inmates. They promptly ordered their 
victims to line up one by one and surrender the contents of their 
pockets and give up rings, watches, jewelry and money. Then they 
marched the Jews to the home of Oscar Kauffmann, former director 
of the Rumanian Credit Bank, which had been converted into a 
Guardist fortress. There the Jews were imprisoned in the cellar. 

After a long parley, the Greenshirts decided to spare the lives 
of fifteen women among the prisoners. Soon three or four five-ton 
American-built trucks, stolen from the army, rolled up the drive- 
way and the Jews were taken out of the cellar. Unable to squeeze 
more than 160 inside the truecks—even by knocking some uncon- 
scious—the Guardists shot and killed the thirty-five who were left 
over. 

The trucks then were driven outside the city to the open fields 
near Jilava prison, famous for the massacre of sixty-four followers 
of former King Carol on Nov, 26. The Guardists ordered the 160 
Jews to form a line beside the road. Firing squads were organized 
and marched up and down along the line firing point blank at their 
victims. They went up and down the line several times, shooting 
repeatedly into the crumpled bodies to make sure that everyone was 
dead Then they returned to the city. 

Their execution had not been complete, however. Several of the 
victims were notmortally wounded and “played possum” until the 
Greenshirts left. My informant, who had received only two flesh 
wounds, escaped and told me the tale before I left Bucharest and 
reached this city. 

Peasants Save 1,000 Jews 

Rumanian peasants, defying Iron Guard marauders with rabbit 
guns, clubs and stones, transformed their little village of Dudesti 
Coplea into a safe haven for an estimated 1,000 Jews. The unselfish 
action of the peasants was one of the most stirring incidents which 
occurred during the terrible hours, 

The village is on the outskirts of Bucharest, not far from the 
periphery of the Jewish area of the capital. It is populated by 
peasant dairymen whose wives come into Bucharest on little troikas 
every morning to distribute milk throughout the city. On Wednes- 
day night the inhabitants of the village sent emissaries into the 
Jewish quarter with offers of sanctuary to anyone able to escape. 
This correspondent was unable to learn how many Jews were able 
to take advantage of the villagers’ offer but their number must 
have been near a thousand. 

Not a single Jew who sought refuge in the village came to any 
harm. The milkmen and peasants, armed with shotguns customarily 
used for shooting rabbits, formed a cordon around the village and 
resolutely refused to let any Guardist enter it. 

The pogrom produced many other heroes and martyrs, both 
Christian and Jewish. The most common instance of heroism was 
that practiced by many Christians who went to live in the homes of 
Jewish friends in order to appear in the doorways when the Guard- 
ist killers arrived and trick them into believing the house was 
oceupied by a Christian family. Many lost their lives when the 
Guardists discovered they had been duped and that they were shel- 
tering Jews 

The Jewish hero who towered above all others was a Rabbi

| comfort to the victims. After quiet had been restored, it was this 
rabbi who officiated at most of the Jewish funerals. 


He read the 


funeral service at the burial of his own little sons. 
All Bucharest devoted the week-end to the burial of the dead. 





The city resounded to the toll of church bells and the clatter of 
horse-drawn hearses as thousands cf dead were transported to 
various cemeteries. Every church remained open twenty-four hours 
daily for funeral services and to permit the bereaved to pray, The 
Jews were deprived of even this consolation, however, as not a 
single synagogue was left in all Bucharest except those which 
escaped destruction because they were occupied as barracks by 
German troops. These were not available for religious services. 
No Hope for Jews 

Though the Greenshirt massacre has ended, the best the Jews 
can hope for in the future is that Premier Antonescu will see the 
law adhered to in further applications of Rumania’s merciless anti- 
Semitic code. And that is no hope at all. 

As a result of the burning and destruction of thousands of 
homes, 20,000 Jews—at least half of Bucharest’s present Jewish 
population— are forced to wander in the streets dependent upon 
the meager charity the Jewish community, itself victim of the same 
terror, may still be able to provide.

Speaks on 


That New World 








HAVE a way, when it suits my purpose, to 
commune with the ghosts of people who have 
been dead a long time. And that is how I came 
to meet the ghost of the Rabbi Jochanon ben 


Had I ever heard of the events at Worms and 
Tulchin? he asked. 

I recalled reading of dreadful things in Worms 
and Tulchin but the details had escaped me. 


Tsaac. 


The current rabbis probably will at once say | 
that they never heard of a rabbi named Jochanon 
ben Isaac. By this they mean that he is not in 
any of their libraries. Yet it is enough to say of 


him that God knew him very well. 


“Go back,” he advised, “to the books and read 
what happened in Worms and Tulchin. Then you 
will perceive that this new world is the old, old 
world. It is older even than Mainz at Tulchin.” 


* * * 


So I went back to the books and found that as 


How I came upon him is simple enough. I was 
sitting in a big soft chair smoking and thinking 
about the new world that Mr. Hitler says he is 
building for mankind. These meditations had to 
do with the evening newspaper which lay at my 
feet. It reported the mass slaughter of Jews in 
Rumania. So many had been the funerals in a 
Jewish cemetery in Bucharest that the voices of 
the officiating rabbis were swallowed up by the 
wailing of women. 

Already in Rumania Mr. Hitler was setting up 
the new world and this was the blueprint. I 
really didn’t like it, “Throat-cutting and shooting 
and wholesale butchery,” I said. “Better is the 
old world where I have a fair chance to die in 
bed. I don’t think I should be happy in Mr. Hit- 
ler’s new world.” 

Then I heard a voice: ‘“What’s new in it? 
What is new in murder and robbery? It’s an old, 
old blueprint.” 

It sounded like a voice a thousand years old. I 
gave it a name. This is the voice of Rabbi 





far back as the year 1096 people thought of mak- 
ing the world bright and new by capturing the 
Holy Sepulchre from the Mohammedans. The 
crusaders marching across Europe-toward Pales- 
tine were told that their enterprise would be 
more sure of prospering if, on the way, each of 
them killed at least one Jew; thus they would 
obtain atonement for their sins. 

They made great pogroms all over the Rhine- 
land and every crusader killed even more than one 
Jew; for it was felt if the death of one Jew would 
prosper the new and holy world toward which 
they were marching, for each of them to kill more 
than one would hasten that happy end. In Worms 
alone 800 Jews perished. Their bodies were 
stripped of their clothing and as the crusaders 
gathered up the clothing of their victims to dis- 
tribute among the Christian populace they could 
see the new world already being fulfilled: already 
there was so much more clothing to go around 
among the faithful! 

In the Ukraine, in 1648, the Cossacks thought 


Jochanon ben Isaac, I said. 


gave his voice that name. 


Jochanon ben Isaac 
had the sound of an old Jewish name and so I 


of wresting a new world from their land-owning 
Polish exploiters. 


So the Cossacks rode again 


here and there over the Ukraine, making a po- 


“This new world is as old as bestiality,” he 
said. “The wolves go out every night to make 
new and happier worlds for themselves by de- 
vouring the lambs.” 

“But they say all this is the wave of the fu- 
ture,” I observed. I was mindful of those rapt 
souls who look for brotherhood to come out of 
the blood-stained hands of the murderers. 

“Wave of the future!” the rabbi snorted. “It is 
the foul backwash of the past.” 

He knew this from ancient experience. He him- 
self had died at Worms in Germany in the year 
1096 and again at Tulchin in Russia in the year 
1648. He had perished in a variety of other 
pogroms before and after these dates. A Jew 
knows all the deaths. Rabbi Jochanon said that 
in the new world there might be new ways of 
murder, considering all the machinery of death 
that has been invented, but it was still the same 
old bestiality that men and animals always had 
employed to make more lebensraum for them- 
selves. 

The technique is simple enough, You kill off a 
lot of people and then you have more room for 
yourself, and you call it a new world. 

Yes, said the rabbi, it’s the same old bestiality, 
but in former times its methods of killing were 
not so quick. The rabbi semed to be a man of 
whimsical humor. “Perhaps,” he said, “it is better 
to perish slowly as in the old world. In the vari- 
ous times I died by violence I died slowly. My 
life-blood trickled away slowly like a small stream 
in the summertime. So I had much time to com- 
mend myself unto the Most High, blessed His 
name many times.” 

At Worms a crusader’s sword had been driven 
through his body, at Tulchin his throat was cut. 








grom wherever they went. At Tulchin the Polish 
land-owners were happy to buy their own safety 
with the lives and property of Tulchin’s Jews. 
Fifteen hundred Jews perished in Tulchin with 
the Sh’ma on their lips, (The story is told in 
Sholem Asch’s “Kiddush Ha-Sheni:”) But poetic 
justice operated here; for, after the Cossacks 
were through with killing Jews, they turned 
against the Poles who thought they had pur- 
chased their safety with the lives of the Jews. 

Yes, these events of an old, old world were like 
the corner of the new world that Hitler already 
has established in Rumania. In Rumania hun- 
dreds were herded in cellars and slaughtered. I 
read one report that told of a number of Jews 
being taken to a kosher slaughterhouse in Bucha- 
rest and butchered there. 

As they robbed their victims, as they removed 
from their houses their pianos and refrigerators, 
as they bedecked themselves in stolen garments, 
the Iron Guard could see the bright new world of 
plenty being fulfilled. 

“It is nothing new at all,” said Rabbi Jochanon 
ben Isaac. “The old story of thieves making new 
and happy world for themselves by plundering 
cther people’s houses. They kill the tenants and 
occupy their rooms and lie in their beds and 
exult: “What a beautiful world we have cre- 
ated!’” 

Everything that has happened in Rumania is 
cut out of the same pattern as the forces Hitler 
let loose eight years ago. The other week he 
celebrated the eighth anniversary of himself. 
Among other things he said facetiously: “I am 
not a Jew.” Thank goodness, he’s one thing we’re 
not blamed for.

The Editor’s Chair, 

The boast made here before that 
the readers of The Jewish Post 
are the best informed group of 
American Jews on current prob- 
lems probably still holds true. Only 
the readers of The Jewish Post 
know about the attempt to arrange 
a joint fund-raising effort by the 
national defense groups, composing 
the Big Four. Only the readers of 
The Jewish Post know about the 
“Committee of Eight” plan or the 
Wertheim Plan, both of which were 
outlined in this chair last week. 
Only The Jewish Post readers 
know that the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency and the Seven Arts are 
jointly owned by the former. 

It can be said, ‘““What difference 
does it make?” Well, let’s look into 
that. If the J. T. A. and the Seven 
Arts were two competing groups, 
the chances are just double what 
they are now that news about the 
attempt to write the Anti-Defa- 
mation League, the American Jew- 
ish Committee, the Congress and 
the Jewish Labor Committee, in 
one drive for all their needs would 
have been aired in the Anglo-Jewish 
press. In this way, when the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, the only 
one of the four to do so, refused to 
accept the “Committee of Eight” 
plan, public reaction might have 
forced them to accept this ar- 
rangement. 

It is not that this chair’s writer 
is a better newspaperman than the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency re- 
porters. That can’t be true. The J. 
T. A. is right in the midlde of 
everything that happens; they real- 
ly know what’s going on. But the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency is not 
a private enterprise, it is publicly 
supported. It funds comes from 
national and local groups and con- 
sequently its control rests just 
there. 

Jacob Landau, managing director 
of the J. T. A., saw just such an 
eventuality when he fought against 
the communalization of his Agency 
for years. But the J. T. A.’s yearly 
budget has run into the $250,000 
figure, and certainly by selling 
news to such papers as The Jewish 
Post, the J. T. A. isn’t going to be 
able to meet that kind of budget. 

So what happens now is this. 
When one of the men connected 

with a national agency wants some- 
thing printed, he usually writes to 
me, and I get a national scoop. The 
Jewish Post carried the news of the

Will American Jewry Wake Up Too Late? 


ABBI ABBA HILLEL SILVER’S few para- 

graphs quoted in the “Current Comment” sec- 
tion below deserve serious thought. It is true that 
we American Jews have not been aroused and are 
not taking adequate steps to cope with the 
present-day world situation. That England failed 
te realize the actuality of her position until al- 


most too late is no excuse for American Jewry, 
although it does indicate why American Jewry 
remains complacent. Probably it can be said that 
no person or persons is ever adequately aroused 
to the real fullness of any particular dangerous 
situation in which he might be until after a pas- 
sage of time, which usually means “too late.” 


Break-Up Forcing Some Deep Thinking 


‘HE break-up in the United Jewish Appeal, un- 

desirable as it was, has stirred up a hurricane 
of thinking on the problem of funds for overseas 
needs, which is the responsibility of American 
Jewry to the distressed of Europe and to Pales- 
tine. As predicted by The Jewish Press of Omaha, 
the situation has developed into a pitched battle 
between the United Palestine Appeal and the 
Joint Distribution Committee, with no blows out- 
lawed. Be that as it may, the whole gamut of 
Jewish life from the organization set-up of wel- 


fare funds to the loyalty owed our co-religionists 
across the seas is coming into close scrutiny as 
a result of the break. If the U. P. A. (Zionists) 
can beat down the attempt to constitute an allo- 
cations committee by the Council of Jewish Wel- 
fare Funds and Federation, it will make the 
J. D. C. work harder, but what this may mean 
in terms of money, which in the last analysis is 
still determined by these same welfare fund of- 
ficials whom the Zionists charge with assimilation- 
ist tendencies, is difficult to understand. 


Current Comment 


Jews Asleep in Emergency, Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver Points Out—American Jewry has not yet 
piaced itself on a war footing, as have other peo- 
ples who are determined to survive in this murder- 
ous age and to remain free. It has not yet prepared 
itself psychologically for large-scale sacrifices, for 
a totally different scale of giving. It has not yet 
seen the wisdom of raising a war chest instead 
of merely stepping up its philanthropy a degree or 
two. We praise and admire the Greeks and the 
English for the manner in which they have poured 
out and are pouring out their total resources of 
material wealth and manpower into their strug- 
gles for national survival. These peoples are im- 
poverishing themselves for generations to come 
in order to guarantee freedom to the generations 
to come. But as far as we ourselves are con- 
cerned, we are still spending relatively small sums 
of money for the millions of our war casualties 
and for national survival, and many Jews depre- 
cate even that little. The very Jews who applaud 
and urge the United States to send maximum aid 
to Great Britain are furious when, for example, 
we urge upon American Jews to send maximum 
aid to Palestine. 

American Jews, in the main, have not yet 
grasped the cold, hard fact that the Jews of the 
world are at war, that a war of extermination 
has been declared against them, that they have 
been at war now for eight years, that they have 
already been defeated and broken in more than 
ten countries of Europe, that organized Jewish 
community life has ceased to exist on the conti- 
nent of Europe, that our casualties in slain, sui- 
cides, prisoners in concentration camps, helots in 
conquered lands, and refugees and exiles, are now 
more than five million, that the Satanic force 
which has brought this unprecedented disaster. 


upon Israel is still triumphantly marching on, and 
that his victorious march menaces every surviv- 
ing Jewish community in the world even as it 
endangers every surviving democratic country in 
the world. 

But whereas the democratic countries are every- 
where converting themselves into arsenals, drasti- 
cally reorganizing their economic structures to 
meet the oncoming menace, and are taxing their 
people to the very bone, the Jews of America, the 
sole remaining free Jewish community in the 
world which is not warbound, are still hoping to 
meet the colossal wartime emergencies of their 
people, the grave problems of relief, defense and 
national survival, with slightly increased doses of 
traditional philanthropy. 

Jews No Longer People of the Book, Rabbi 
Samuel M. Blumenfield Says—It is becoming quite 
embarrassing to hear the well-known refrain that 
we are “The People of the Book,” or that we 
have given these and those illustrious personali- 
ties to the world, when we consider how few of 
our people really know or care about “The Book.” 
Every Jewish speaker and lecturer knows how, 
year by year, it become increasingly more diffi- 
cult to make allusions to a biblical utterance or 
personality to Jewish audiences; they wouldn’t 
dream of quoting a line from Yehudah Halevi or 
Bialik. We have indeed become a people peddling 
a book that we no longer know; we keep on ask- 
ing credit for something which has been achieved 
in the past by our sages, seers and martyrs, with- 
out ourselves contributing in the least to this 
heritage. There must be a closer and more inti- 
mate relationship between the past in which we 
glory and for which we are credited, and an irk- 
some present from which so many of us seek to 
escape.
